Bash for liberty and lor the preservation 
of his ships this morning as has ever oc- 
curred in the History of naval warfare, 
In the face of overwhelming odds, with 
nothing before him but inevitable des- 
truction or surrender if he-nenmined any 
longer in the trap in which the Ameri- 
can fleet held him, lie made a bold dn-.li

The Americans saw him the moment

in their steel sides and covering their 
decks with tlie blood of the killed aud 
wounded. 


HONS GAME TO THE LAST. 


At no time did the Spaniards show any 


indication that they intcncled-to do oth- 
erwise than figlit to tiie last. They show- 
ed no signals to surrender even when 
their ships commenced to sink and the 
great clouds of smoke pouring from their 
sides, showed they were on fire, but they 
turned1 their heads toward the shore, less 
than a mile awuy, and ran them on the 
beach and rocks, where their destruction 
was soon completed. The

CEKVKRASURRENDERS WOUXDED. 


Admiral Cervera escaped to the shore 


in a boat sent by the Gloucester to the 
assistance of the Infanta Mn.ria Teresa 
and .is soon as he touched the beacli he 
surrendered himself and his command to 
Lieut. Morton and asked to be taken on 
board the Gloucester, which was the only 
American vessel near him at the time, 
with fevenu of his officers, including the 
captain of the llngsliip. The Spanish ad- 
miral who was wounded in the arm was 
'taken to the Gloucester and was received 
at 
her gangway by Lieut-Commander 


Richard- Wninwright, who grasped 
tlie 


hand oi the gray bcnrded admiral and 
said to him: "I congratulate you, sir, 
upon having made as gallant a fight :is 
was 
over witnessed 
oh the sea." He 


then placed his cn-bin at the disposal of 
the admiral and his staff.

U'eadquartui's of Shaftevs ai-rny, . be- 


fore Santiago do Cuba, July 3, via King- 
ston Jamaica—Early in.-the day, tho man 
on the lookout -reported that tho Span- 
ish fleet under Cci-vera had saJled out of 
harbor, but not until late this afternoon 
was the result known at the front. As 
the 
word of magnificent victory 
flew 


from sentry to sentry along the firing 
lines, it was shouted to companies, regi- 
ments and brigades, and a great cheer 
swept 
down the line of weary men, 


which gathered force as it went, until 
the rattle of musketry was drowned in 
tho roar from glad throats. The news 
flashed hack into the underbrush where 
tho reserves lay and tlie men 
almost 


stampeded hi tlieir enthusiastic desire to 
get to tlie front. Although the firing 
continued a'l day between the outposts 
very little, damage was done on cither 
side. Cliaffee was wounded slightly, a 
rifle bullet cutting through his foot but 
lie "will not bo compelled to leave the 
field. Last night the only 
aggressive 


movement the Spanish made resulter in 
a severe defeat. About ten o'clock the 
enemy came out of their trenches about 
the city walls in a large-force and dashed 
straight for the American lines. In one 
or two places our men i'cll back, but 
quickly rallied and drove the 
enemy 


back pell mell into their own ditches.

f-Jp:uiisli lossu must, have been 


frightful us they were exposed to a tcr- 
ri-fie fire for a quarter of an hour. The

There has been, only one death in the 
hospital establishment, that of Private 
Meyers, Sixth iirfontry, which occurred 
today. He wns shot through the body.

Saturn, although it is within the range 
of probability that a third, the earth, is 
so marked. 


A writer in a recent steuo of Knowl- 


edge draws a vivid pie' 're of Uie great 
cloud belt which surrounds the earth 
a little north of the equator. This belt 
is about 300 miles ia breadth. Within 
jt rain is almost constantly falling, and 
HO heavily that it is described as de- 
scending in sheets. jH is 
this latter 


phenomenon in. the equatorial clond belt 
that has been referred to as one of the 
ngcncieo which nmy interfere with the 
e'ffleiency of the 
blockade of Havana. 


THnt city lies within the sphere of its 
influence in the summer season, and un- 
der tho cover of tho descending veil of 
water it is considered possible for block- 
ade-runners to cvnde'ihc vigilance of the

gion of calms—the doldrums which 
the 


navigator in a rc.-i?el propelled by sail 
•«>nly%o dislikes. It lies snugly between 
the'northeast and southeast trade winds,

created and against which they expend 
their strength. Tills belt can bo traced 
nround Uio globe. It supplies the cx- 
haiistless reservoirs fcMlin;: the great 
rivers of Africa and South America that 
have their sources in. the .neighborhood of 
the equator, such as the Nile, Che Coii^'o, 
the Niger, tho Orinoco a<id the Amazon. 
It oscillates north and south with the 
course of the sun through the ecliptic 
over a distance equal, to about throe 
(Jmps its-own breadth. 


If it were possible for us to take a po- 


sition in the heavens where a similar ob- 
servation could be obtained of the earth, 
as wo are'now nbl? .to obtain of Jupiter 
nnd Saturn, we would probably find it to 
be belted in like manner, perhaps not in 
the same colors, but certainly with equal 
distinctness and possibly with greater 
radiance, because of the earth's closer 
proximity to the sun. Looking at the 
plane Venus through - telescope, it is 
revealed to us as a beautiful pole blue 
without at!) special indrkings, because 
Of the uniform density of iU atmosphere. 
The spectroscope shows that the. compo- 
sition of its moist atmosphere ii the same 
as that of the earth. It is fair to pre- 
sume, then, 
that the equatorial cloud 


belt of the earth presents to the Martian 
observer a girdle of a similar color to 
that possessed by the moist envelope of 
Venus. The rainless bolts lyinf; within

the1 latitudes of the trades 0.1 cither side 


'"'' oi the equatorial cloud belt furnish 
to 


the planet two girdles of entirely 
differ- 


ent color. What that- color may bo must 
of necessity be purely a matter of specu- 
lation. We can draw no fair deduction 
regarding it through the study of any 
other phmct. Mars, which is supposed 
to more nearly resemble the earth tlmn 
any other planet.in the system, although 
apparently rainless ire the region lying 
between its polar caps, has a much more 
attenuated atmosphere than our own, 
nnd its ruddy coloring- cannot, therefore, 
be given to the denser atmosphere exist 
ing in the rainless bolts of the cnrth. 
Jupiter, on t'he oUier hand, h'as an atmo- 
sphere whose composition differs so ma- 
terially from that of t.lj'o earth that the 
coloring of its belts may'be very differ- 
on* from that ot the ^ earth. The north- 
ern and southern variables give, the earth 
two other band* of belts quite as distinct 


• in color and character as the others;

defined. Both' hemispheres- 


north and south—are handsomely 'striped 
by them. These-markings- are due to 
Saturn, as they are in the other belled 
planets, to the same cause—the revolu- 
tion of the sphere on its own axis. 


Jlercury, Venus nnd Mars have no 


bcJts, although, each revolves in-like man- 
ner to other planets on its axis. But 
other essential influences, which are pres- 
ent ou the 
belted planets, are 
- absent 


from these three. No marking of any 
kind has been discovered on Uranus and 
liitidc is known about the conditions 01 
the face of Neptune. Both are 
too'far 


from t.'.ic enit-h for the study 
of detail*.- 


All of the - planets, belted 
or otherwise, 


vary, however, like the companions in 
other solar systems, in color and in the 
degree of their intensity, for variation in 
this respect, as in- all other features, 
seems to have been an essential element 
in tho order and development of the plan 


of the universe. •

A TBIXCIPLM DECIDED. 


The Massachusetts supremo court, has 


enunciated a new principle which may 
surprise pottticiaas who skirmish for po- 
sitions.

.Tlie present/;eason,,.of drought in 


California has rad:the-*effeci'-of .tnrning 
attentioa-to new methods, of irrigation 
and water supply/ 'Lr-Eou'thern. Califor- 
nia to some extent reservoirs for storing 
the winter rainfall; and canals and 
ditches for distributing it on .the land 
have been provided, but/, according to a 
correspondent of M Tha. Now England 
Homestead, irrigation is lesa in vogue 
in the central and-'northern^parts .of 'the 
state. The -winter's rainfall is depended 
upon to • supply sufficient moisture to 
produce crops, aad when this fails crops 
aio a failure. Tho writer says: 


This season irrigatirin-•'is an absolute 


necessity .to insure crops, and water, 
nrast be procured at once. To this end 
several methods are'being resorted'to 
where water is within reach. In many 
places surface water can be reached at 
reasonable depths, 80 to BO feet, and 
many fanners are sinking wells- and 
putting in pumping plants,- worked-by 
wind, steam or ' gasoline' enginea. In 
these a'1 largo shaft five to sis feet square 
is sunk for a depth of 20 or 30 feet, from 
the bottom a smaller shaft is sunk until 
an abnndant flow of water-is struck. A' 
centrifugal pump is set on • the bottom 
of the first shift and driven by the 
power on tho- surface, and usually an 
ample snpply of water is thus obtained. 
On some large-tracts several of these 
wells are sunk. For irrigating trees, 
vines and vegetables this plan is work- 
ing well. 
- "~ 


The latest novelty in irrigation', how- 


ever, is being worked along the Sacra- 
men to [river. On either side of this river 
are largo bodies of- very fertile land de 
voted to orchards, small frnits and veg- 
etables grown largelyforthe San Fran- 
cisco markets. ' These have always de- 
pended upon, tho winter's rainfall, one 
this season are suffering severely. It is 
now proposed to run.. a boat up and 
down tho river with • a'powerfnl pump- 
ing plant on board and by means of hose 
and flumes carry the water from the 
Sacramento to the lands aligning its 
banks. As the country hero is almost a 
dead level for miles a very largo area 
could be reachcd'in-.this manner. 


Another.-plan now in successful oper- 


ation in the Capay valley is a pnmping 
outfit on wheels. 
This operates along 


Cache creek and is used for irrigating a 
large section of orchards. 
Tho plant 


consists of a gasoline engine and a pump, 
mounted on a heavy truck with eight 
inch wheels. Tho . pump lifts 42,000 
gallons of -watar.per hour a height of SO 
feet, or 30,000'gallons to a height of 40 
feet, and will irrigate 20 acres of or- 
chard each 12 hours at a running expense 
of$l.oi2 per .'day, exclnsivo of labor. 
The plant can be removed to any point 
desired along, tho creek or could be used 
for well pumping if the supply of water 
was sufficient

I*itere»tinc Points for Growers—How Ber 


rict Can bo Picked nod Shipped nnd 


Money Muile—Visit to_ Commission 


Finns Should Prove ot Value. 


Chirlas Andrus, one o£ the oldest' 


strawberry - buyers in the business, has 
beon in .tho city the past few weeks hust- 
Itng'for a, Chicago house. Charley stated 
to a. reporter tlmt the crop this year .is 
something enormous and the shipments 
by ^oat larger than in. the- history of the 
business here, but the-prices are low and 
the market is glutted. Growers cannot 
make a cent .'and Chicago commission 
houses come, out behind.- 


In. commenting on the'ierry business a 


writer who has been there advances the 
following interesting article: 


A visit to tho commission firms in a 


large, city should prove of value to the 
berry raisers and market gardeners of 
the state. There are things there to see 
that could not hdp being in a measure 
instructive to-men who liave truck for 
tlieso men to -handle. It would be an 
object lesson in. the best ways of pack- 
ing fruit or vegetables for sale to city 
customers. 


Just at tho present time interest for 


dealers, growers and consumers centers 
around tho strawberry crop. The fact 
in the case is that the commission men 
for several weeks havo been receiving 
from other states and from the southern 
part o-f this state more of this kind of 
fruit than they can 
handle 
advantag- 


eously to themselves and satisfactorily 
to the growers. And still the berries 
come in and will coiitimie to arrive in 
greater quantities until almost the end 
of the season in. this state which will not 
be until the end of July. With this glut 
of tlie'market what arc the growers go- 
ing to . do to make the crop a paying 
one?- No one can. expect to make any 
great 'amount 'of money out of their crop 
and.only ihosc who-furnish the best ber- 
ries -c.iin hope to ma-ko anything. Many 
shippers are going to send 'their berries 
to the cities this year that will .not pay 
for tho freight, let alone the commission 
of the dealers for handling the .fruit. 


But there will be a few who will" make 


something out of their crop and these 
will be the ones who best - understand 
the way that the fruit should arrive at 
the market, and to taie pains to see 
that the paying fruit only, is delivered. 


Berries should be graded, and the best 


time to do that work is when they are 
being picked. The grower .can arrange 
for the different grades but he should 
know the needs of thejnarket to do this. 
For example there are three or four dif- 
ferent grades of berries that are always 
reported as selling dull in tho market 
quotations. 
Small berries of course, will 


never seu as well as larger ones. This 
principle holds . good with nearly all 
Idnds of 'farm 
produce. Then berries 


whicL arrive in the market in a soft 
condition are also poor sellers nnd will 
not this year pay the expense of shipping 
and selling. Dirty and sandy berrie? arc 
always avoided by consumers and do not 
pa-y to ship when it 
i= possible to get 


clean berrrcs at a fair price. 


Now it is possible for any berry crow- 


er to satisfy all of these conditions and 
still have a fow berries that can • be sent 
to the market at a, small profit. And it 
is possible -for ajiy grower 
to malce such 


a. mess of his work that ho will have no 
berries whatever to send to tlie market 
tlrat will, pay for the- freight. Lot us 
take up each of these qualities. There 
are small berries and large berries in 
every patch that has boon well 
tended. 


No matter how good tlie year or how 
good tlie patch, the common method of 
growing berries is bonn-i to 
produce 


some sinn.ll fruit, though, O'f'course, 
the 


amount depends' on. how well the patch 
I\IIK been tended and the variety of the 
fruit. But let no man, no matter how 
few in number the .small berries, delude 
himself into thinking thai they caai be 
mixed with the larger berries and 
sold 


for the same price that, oil - large fruit 
would - sell, 
for. Dealers 
cannot be 


cheated. They know how to inspect the 
fruit they ,%re purchasing and they do it. 
too. A number of small berries in n1 box 
is bound to knock olt" some of the value 
in their eyes. As it does not pay to send 
small fruit to the city let than b* eaten 
n.t home or left for tho birds, it will pay 
tho best Pickers should bo cautioned to 
pick .nothing but the largest fruit
